Rushville's 
new 
postoffice, 


completed at an expense of $100,- 
000, was thrown open to the 
public for inspection Thursday 
night, and hundreds of people 
thronged through the vast build- 
ing, and at eight o'clock attend- 
ed a short program that served 
as the dedication of the new 
government edifice. 


Congressman Elliott of Con- 


nersville, upon behalf 
of the 


government, made a short talk 
after receiving a large silk flag 
presented by Mayor Samuel L. 
Trabue, representing the Ladies 
of Mattox Circle, G. A. R. 
Clen Miller, postmaster, 
pre- 


sided at the program session. He 
stated that it was the aim of all 
employees to give service to the 
patrons at all time, and that the 
employees would do their best to 
show their appreciation for the 
new building in all ways. 


Mr. Miller referred to the two 


former postmasters who were 
present—A. L. Riggs and C. A. 
Frazee, and asserted that it was 
his aim to have just as an effi- 
cient administration as his pre- 
decessors. 


Mayor Trabue stated that "we 


are indeed fortunate to have 'a 
number of patriotic organizations 
in Kushville, and that it is my 
privilege, upon behalf of 6rifi«of' 
these, Mattox Circle, Ladies of 
the G. A. R. to present this splen- 
did silk flag". Mr. Trabue suited 
futher that it was an expression 
of loyalty and is appropriate for 
all patriotic citizens to join with 
them upon this occasion. 


Congressman Elliott accepted 


the gift upon behalf of the gov- 
ernment, and in a brief message 
recalled the long fight which 
Rushville had had in obtaining 
a federal building.

If your 


bathroom is placed on a side 
that is much exposed in winter 
it should be provided with a 
storm window as it is highly de- 
sirable to have a bathroom that 
may be easily heated in winter. 


It is seldom a good plan to 


• place a bathroom on the front of 


the house. Usually one has plain 
muslin curtains or merely frost- 
ed glass at.the window of the 
bathroom and this mars the 
symmetry of the windows on the 
front of a house. 


When there can be but one 


bathroom in the house there 
are many advantages in dividing 
it in two, and having a small 
toilet room and lavatory aside 
from a room containing the 
bathtub. However this arrange- 
ment means somewhat addetl 
expense in building, and most 
builders cling to the old plan of 
grouping all the plumbing fix- 
tares in one room.

Vita- 
min C is present, although not in

liet at the season of the year when 
ireen vegetables become scarce.

Cranberries keep excellently and 


unless frost-bitten will remain 
crisp and full-flavored for a long 
time. They are. very easy to use, 
requiring »o seeding or paring be- 
fore cooking. 
After 
thorough 


washing and looking over for soft 
fruit, the berries are ready to 
cook. They blend well with any 
meat and can be served as an ac- 
companiment to roast pork, veal 
or mutton as well as to the sover- 
eign birds of the holiday menus.

One quart cranberries, 1 cup 


water, 2 oranges, 1-2 cup seedless 
raisins, 2 cups sugar, 1-2 cup 
blanched and shredded almonds. 


Pick over and wash berries. Put 


into a deep sauce pan with water 
and cook until berries are broken 
Add sugar, raisins, finely shredded 
peel and juice of oranges and cook 
until mixture thickens. Add nuts 
and cook five minutes 
longer. 


Turn into sterilized glasses and 
cover with , paraffin when cold. 
Since this should be made several 
days before using, it can be done 
bMore 'the holiday week when 
there'is so much else to do.
